It will be seen, therefore, that the idea of the 
limited edition is above reproach, and that if 
honestly developed its effect is to stimulate the 
book-making art and to supply worthy books to 
those who appreciate them, and who have some 
sentiment connected with printing aside from its 
strictly utiltarian function as a vehicle of informa- 
tion. Unfortunately, this has not been the case 
invariably, but the limited edition idea, like 
many other good devices of honest manufact- 
urers, has suffered from the unscrupulous and 
dishonest practices of irresponsible publishers, 
until, in the minds of many, the very idea itself 
is converted to asynonym for trickery. With 
regard to a few firms who have by many years 
of endeavor established a reputation for fulfilling 
their promises and not cheating their customers, 
this is an exception ; but as to the majority of 
those who announce limited editions there is a 
strong disinclination to advancing subscriptions 
to any work before it is seen complete, and is 
proven to be worth the price asked. 

In a surprisingly short time the buyer has 
awakened tothe danger. Experience has shown 
that there are scores of mushroom publishers and 
booksellers who do not hesitate to publish an 
alluring prospectus, take subscriptions and sup- 
ply an inferior book. If any objections are
